In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action of November 
24, 2004, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group 1, Claims 1-15, for examination, with 
traverse. Applicants hereby provisionally elect as the elected species, the following 
compound:

The compound above corresponds to example 1 with as N-(2- 
diethylaminoethyl)aminocarbonyl. This moiety is found on page 26, Hne 7 as a preferred 
group of compounds. 
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The traversal is on the ground that the Examiner has not established that search and 
examination of the entire application as filed constitutes an undue burden. 

The Examiner asserts that restriction of a Markush group is proper where the 
compounds within the group either (1) do not share a common utility or (2) do not share a 
substantial structural featiu*e disclosed as essential to that utility. In the present application, 
both criteria are met. First, the common utility is that the compounds are prodrugs of protein 
kinase inhibitors. The substantial structural feature common to all compounds which are 
useful as protein kinase inhibitors is the following: 



According to MPEP 803.02, search and examination of Markush type claims proceeds 
by an election of species. Should prior art be located which anticipates or renders the elected 
species obvious, a rejection is made and the search terminates. However, should no prior art 
be found, then the search should be expanded. It is requested that the Examiner follow the 
procedure of MPEP 803.02 in examining the present Markush group claim. 

An early and favorable examination on the merits is requested. 
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
